"She was one of the finest per- 
sons I have ever know n. She was 
a real friend.” 

Her friendliness to everyone, 
her contagious smile, her enthusi- 
asm for learning, her fine spirit, 
and her ability to inspire her stu- 
dents, were her contributions 
which helped make Clark the 
grand school it now 1 is. 

Miss Carlson gave herself to 
bring the truth to eager minds. 
She is not dead; she will live on 
in the personalities she helped to 
form. She built for Eternity, for 
she built into the life of Youth.

These are the qualifications necessary to become a 
member of the National Honor Society. Its objectives are 
to create an enthusiasm for scholarship, to promote worthy 
leadership, and to stimulate a desire to render service.
